The Notice of Missing Parts fails to identify any deficiency in the 
drawings, and, without explanation, simply requires Applicant to submit replacement drawing 
pages. Applicant has examined the originally- filed drawing pages and can discem no deficiency. 
If the substitute drawing pages are found not in compliance with the applicable regulations, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the deficiency be identified to Applicant so that Applicant 
can take steps to remedy the deficiency. 

To the best of Applicant's knowledge, no new subject matter is contained in the substitute 
specification or the replacement drawing pages. Applicant respectfully requests that the 
undersigned attorney be contacted by telephone in the event that any of the substitute materials 
are found to be in noncompliance,
